Five-and-a-half years for sex attack on woman in her own flat 

CARE ASSISTANT 
JAILED FOR RAPE 


A CARE assistant has been jailed for 
five-and-a-half years for raping a 
woman in Southend last year. 

A woman in her 40s was raped in a flat 
near Prittlewell railway station 
overnight on Friday, May 25 to 26. 

Sikhonzile Sibanda was arrested at his 
home in nearby Maldon Road a few 
days later and then charged with one 
count of rape. 

At Basildon Crown Court on Friday 


(October 11), the 37-year-old care assis¬ 
tant was found guilty and sentenced to 
five-and-a-half years in prison. 

Investigating Officer DS Chris 
Bradford commended and praised the 
woman for helping police prosecute 
Sibanda and put him behind bars. 

DS Bradford said: “She had the 
courage to re-live her traumatic ordeal 
when she took to the witness stand and 
gave a vivid account of what happened to 


her. This was a man whom she believed 
she could trust, having known him. But 
he then raped her in her own home. 

“He should spend the next few years 
away from mainstream society to reflect 
on his behaviour. 

“We hope that this woman is able to 
leave behind this episode in her life and 
move on as best she can.” 

Sikhonzile Sibanda was also placed on 
the Sex Offenders Register for life.

A CANADIAN man received 
lifesaving stroke treatment at 
Southend Hospital after 
being airlifted from a cruise 
ship in the English Channel. 

Gerry Vanslyke suffered a 
stroke shortly after departing 
from Southampton, on 
Tuesday, October 1. 

Medics airlifted him to 
Southend's specialist unit 
where he was quickly given 
vital thrombolysing (clot- 
busting) drugs. 

He has now been dis¬ 
charged from Southend 
Hospital. 

Consultant Dr Devesh 
Sinha who treated Gerry said 
the key to his recovery was 
the fast transfer to Southend 
and the quality of the care 
and expertise he received. 

Dr Sinha said: “His swift 
transfer enabled him to 
receive emergency treatment. 


“He is now making a rapid 
recovery.

Gerry's wife Hazel emigrat¬ 
ed to Canada from Colchester 
in the 1960s, and is a retired 
nurse. 

She said the couple could 
not fault the treatment her 
husband received at Southend 
Hospital.

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Man gets four years 
for glass attack in pub 


A MAN who glassed a 31- 
year-old in the White Horse 
pub, Southend, has been jailed 
for four years. 

Joe Elliott, 28, received the 
sentence for GBH, at Basildon 
Crown Court, on Thursday, 
October 10. The victim was 
scarred for life during an attack 
inside the White Horse pub, on 
Southchurch Boulevard shortly 
after 10pm on Tuesday, June 7,

Dc Richard Walker, the 
investigating officer, from 
Southend, said despite taking 
place in 2011, it shows ‘police 
will not close a case until every 
avenue has been exhausted’. 

Dc Walker said : “This 
offence dates back to June 
2011, however the victim will

suffer its effects for a lifetime 
as he has been permanently 
scarred.

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Navy considers sweeping away all unexploded ordnance in one go 

Bombs away! 



EXPLOSIVE ISSUE: Councillor Peter Wexham welcomes the 
plan to remove bombs but claims an alleged increase in 
coastal erosion is making more bombs come to the surface

THE Navy has a plan detonate 
unexploded wartime ordnance 
on Southend seafront in one 
massive minesweep. 

The Royal Navy Ordnance 
Disposal Team is considering 
surveying the foreshore and 
clearing bombs to protect the 
public. It is also thought this 
could cut costs by hugely 
reducing the number of bomb 
squad call-outs. 

Meanwhile, a councillor is 
claiming more shells and 
bombs are coming to light 
because of an alleged recent 
increase in coastal erosion. 

In the past five years the 
bomb squad has been called 
out to dispose of 277 bombs 
found on the coast. 

Munitions found on the coast 
of the town include anti-air¬ 
craft ammunition and anti-sub¬ 
marine shells. 

A spokesman for the Navy 
said it was not possible to 
determine whether the appear¬ 
ance of more ordnance could 
be put down to alleged erosion 
on the foreshore of Southend. 

The spokesman said: “Work 
to determine whether a dedi¬ 
cated Explosive Ordnance 
Clearance (EOC) operation 
would be a more cost- and 
time-effective way of reducing 
the number of items that may 
still remain in the area is at a 
very early stage.” 

Councillor Peter Wexham, of 


Leigh ward, said he wanted the 
Navy to go ahead with the 
clearance of the ordnance. 

He said: “Having explosives 
off of the shore is dangerous 
for the public. We don’t want a 
child ... playing with them. 

“I believe there are more ord¬ 
nance coming to the surface of 
the coast because the mud is 
getting lower. It used to be bait 
diggers that found them but 
now more are being found.” 


He alleged: “They’re being 
exposed because of the mud 
erosion. As far as I’m con¬ 
cerned the sooner they do it the 
better. It would solve the prob¬ 
lem of them having to keep 
coming back and forth and 
blowing things up.” 

The Navy’s area of responsi¬ 
bility for unexploded ordnance 
starts at the mean high-water 
mark and goes out to 12-nauti- 
cal mile limit.

Bring back 
the 60 p tax 
band 

THE anonymous contributor 
('You can't spend out of a 
recession' Y.A. 4 October) 
criticises J.M.Keynes. He or 
she is probably convinced by 
the line used by Tories to jus¬ 
tify the havoc they are creat¬ 
ing upon the most vulnerable 
of our society particularly 
and our Nation's future gener¬ 
ally. 

Keynes teaches that 
demand (purchasing power) 
encourages supply resulting 
in economic growth. Over 
past years the gap between 
the lowest and highest paid 
has increased 

dramatically with so much of 
our currency being no longer 
current. The lower end has 
restricted the purchasing 
power that encourages trade 
whilst the upper end save 
enabling the finance sector to 
bale out Government spend¬ 
ing. 

About 80 per cent of our 
national debt is home based 
compared with that of 
Greece, 80 per cent of which 
is held abroad. The Labour 
Government was partly to 
blame for the Government 
deficit for whilst it no doubt 
intended well it did not con¬ 
sider unintended conse¬ 
quences in establishing hous¬ 
ing benefit and tax 
credits. These were the green 
light for unscrupulous land¬ 


lords to raise rents and 
employers to limit wages. 

However the greatest imbal¬ 
ance can be traced back to 
the selling off of the Nations 
assets to enable the top rate 
of taxation, 60 per cent for 
the greater part of Thatcher's 
reign, to be reduced to 40 per 
cent. Sadly the pseudo social¬ 
ist Blair did not see fit the 
reverse the situation and, of 
course, the proceeds of pri¬ 
vatisation ran out leaving us 
with a worsening deficit.

Exhibition 

A N exhibition - To Tell My Story - 
comes with the play, which charts 
the development of Black and 
Asian Shakespeare in the UK. 

It has been put together by Warwick 
University and explores the work of key 
theatrical figures such as Paul Robeson 
and Ira Aldridge. 

Robeson was the first black performer 


to play Othello, at the 
London in 1930. 

He was son of a runaway slave but by 
1930, an international star, lawyer, ath¬ 
lete, academic, singer, actor and cam¬ 
paigner. 

In 1928 he had captured London's 
heart with a sell-out performance 
singing Ol' Man River in the barnstorm¬ 
ing, barrier-breaking musical Show 
Boat. He jumped at the chance to tack¬ 
le Othello. 

Ira Frederick Aldridge, 1807 -1867 was 
an American and later British stage 
actor who made his career largely on 
the London stage and in Europe, espe¬ 
cially in Shakespearean roles. 

He is the only actor of African-American 
descent among the 33 actors of the 
English stage honoured with bronze 
plaques at the Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre at Stratford-upon-Avon. 

He was especially popular in Prussia 
and Russia, where he received top hon¬ 
ors from heads of state.

RIVER WILD 


C ONCERNED about keeping 
everyone in the family 
amused during a day out? 
Then don't worry, just head to the 
sloping bank of the river 
Blackwater in Maldon. 

With the outstanding Promenade 
Park to explore, alongside the old 
Hythe quayside, it is a great loca¬ 
tion to unwind with the knowledge 
that there's something for the old 
and young alike. 

While Promenade Park has been 
a summer playground for more 
than a hundred years, a visit out¬ 
side the season is also a must as 
there's still so much to enjoy. 

Alongside recreation areas, 
avenues of mature trees and 
beautiful views across the 
Blackwater river, there's endless 
opportunities to keep the kids 
amused. Its play galleon offers 
the chance for imaginations to 
run riot, from the world of pirates 
to the lives of those who sailed 
on the adjacent river, its aerial 
runway continues to whizz 
through the autumn air and its 
model boating and crabbing lake 
offers the chance to sail your own 
craft or watch others including a 
miniature Thames barge that is 
regularly seen there. 

Walk further along the river wall 


and you can stand beside the tow¬ 
ering statue of Earl Brithnoth and 
take in the view of the Blackwater, 
including the site of the Battle of 
Maldon. Earl Brithnoth led the bat¬ 
tle in 996 against the Viking inva¬ 
sion when they sailed up the 
Blackwater, then called the Panta, 
before it all ended in Anglo-Saxon 
defeat. 

Head back along the river and 
you will find the park's ornamental 
lake which is not only home to a 
fountain but also resident swans, 
ducks and other wildlife, offering 
the perfect opportunity to share 
out a loaf of bread of two. 

Its here you will see the old 
Thames Barges at the Hythe quay¬ 
side just a stones throw away. The 
Hythe, originally a separate hamlet 
that served Maldon as a port, was 
once home to East Coast barges. 

It was these barges that carried 
cargo of hay and straw up the 
Thames to London to care for the 
capital's large horse population of 
bygone days, and return with 
manure for local farms. 

Thames sailing barges originate 



from as far back as the 17th cen¬ 
tury from when flat bottomed 
wooden boats evolved for use on 
the River Thames as well as on the 
River Medway in Kent to transport 
lighter cargo to developing ports in 
London and Rochester. 

While these barges ceased carry¬ 
ing cargo into the capital many 
years ago, with the decline of 


equine transport, some of them 
still survive. In actual fact Maldon is 
home to the largest collection of 
these barges and you can walk 
alongside the quayside and see 
many of them being restored, and 
even enjoy a trip on one as some 
offer bird watching and sight see¬ 
ing trips. 

Many fishing vessels would have 


also been seen in the past, moor¬ 
ing by the bath wall after returning 
with eels, place, sole whelks and 
winkles. You can still get a taste of 
the sea thanks to refreshment 
kiosks located in Promenade Park, 
right near the quay, including an 
oyster and seafood bar which is 
open weekends and bank holi¬ 
days.

Hanks heads

T om Hanks charts a steady 
course towards a deserved 
sixth Oscar nomination for his 
tour-de-force portrayal of an 
unlikely hero in Paul Greengrass's 
nerve-racking thriller. 

Based on the book A Captain's 
Duty by Richard Phillips and 
Stephan Talty, this expertly crafted 
picture dramatises the true story of 
an American seaman, whose 
cargo ship was hijacked by Somali 
pirates in 2009. 

Working from a lean script by 
Billy Ray, Greengrass demon¬ 
strates once again why he is one 
of the finest directors of nail-biting 
action. If you thought the Surrey- 
born filmmaker had peaked with 
the adrenaline-pumping thrills of 
The Bourne Supremacy and The 
Bourne Ultimatum, think again. 
From the moment the Somalia 
pirates first appear on the radar, 
Captain Phillips leaves us feeling 
seasick with tension until the

Captain Phillips (Hanks) kisses 
his wife Andrea (Catherine Keener) 
goodbye and takes charge of his 
cargo vessel, the Maersk 
Alabama, bound for Mombasa, 
Kenya. He is aided by a hard¬ 
working international crew includ¬ 
ing Chief Mate Shane Murphy 
(Michael Chernus) and Chief 
Engineer Mike Perry (David 
Warshofsky). When pirates are 
spotted off the stern, Phillips tele¬ 
phones the authorities. 

"Chances are they're just fisher¬ 
man," responds a female operator. 

"They're not here to fish," retorts 
the captain with mounting con¬ 
cern. 

A tense game of cat and mouse 
culminates in the pirates boarding 
the vessel by hooking their 
makeshift ladder over the side of 
the boat. 

Phillips conceals the crew below 
deck in the engine room while he 
takes charge of the situation. 

"Nobody get hurt, No al-Oaeda 
here," promises chief hijacker 


Muse (Barkhad Abdi) with a sick¬ 
ening smile. 

Faced with threats from Muse 
and his hot-headed compatriot 
Bilal (Barkhad Abdirahman), 

Phillips puts himself in harm's way 
to ensure the safety of every man 
on board. When the stand-off spi¬ 
rals out of control, the destroyer 
USS Bainbridge, captained by 
Frank Castellano (YuI Vazquez), 
races to the scene. 

Phillips realises the gravity of his 


predicament and the potentially 
tragic outcome, telling his captors, 
"They would rather sink this boat 
than let you get me back to 
Somalia." 

Captain Phillips is one of the 
year's best films, blessed with a 
terrific ensemble cast who rise 
magnificently to the physical chal¬ 
lenges. Hanks is flawless - we can 
see his mind whirring as he engi¬ 
neers distractions to keep the 
crew safe - and final gut-wrench¬ 


ing scenes wring him, and us, 
emotionally dry. 

Abdi delivers a striking support¬ 
ing performance, adding depth 
and complexity to a role that could 
easily have been a caricature. 

Greengrass's propulsive direc¬ 
tion, coupled with Christopher 
Rouse's hyperkinetic editing and 
Henry Jackman's heart-pounding 
orchestral score, leave us scant 
time to gasp for breath.

Landlord Question 


I have heard that tenancies are automatically assured shorthold tenancies (AST) and that a tenant is, therefore, entitled to a minimum term 
of at least six months. Suppose I rent my house out and there is a vacant gap of say three months between two long-term tenants which 
I would like to fill with a short three-month contract. Does this six-month minimum rule on ASTs mean that it is impossible for me to 
enforce a fixed three-month term for a short-term tenant? Other people have told me yes, which seems ridiculous! 

Think Property Answer 

Since 28 February 1997, all tenancies in England and Wales are automatically assured shorthold tenancies under section 19A of the 
Housing Act 1996 - unless the landlord specifically grants an assured tenancy in writing, which is a rare occurrence today. 

The AST will have a statutory minimum of six months security of tenure - whether the tenancy was granted verbally or in writing - because 
an order for possession cannot take effect earlier than six months after the beginning of the tenancy under section 21 (5) of the Housing 
Act 1988. 

There is nothing to prevent you from granting a short-term three-month tenancy to a tenant, If the tenant agrees to leave when the three- 
month fixed term ends, there is no problem. 

However, you will have a problem if the tenant refuses to leave by mutual surrender at the end of the three months. You would then have 
to gain possession though the court in order to evict the tenant and that would initially require service of a notice seeking possession 
under section 21 (1) (b) of the Housing Act 1988 within the fixed term, or a section 21 (4) notice if the fixed period has expired. 

You could then apply for a possession order as soon as the notice has expired, but the date for possession could be no earlier than six 
months after the start date of the tenancy. For example, if the tenancy commenced 1 January, 2013, the earliest date that a court could 
order possession would be 30 June, 2013. 

You would not be able to install a new tenant into the accommodation until you have lawfully gained possession and evicted the previous 
tenant.

Q. Should I use a local solicitor for my 
conveyancing, or can I use one out of area? 

A. To be perfectly honest, these days it 
doesn’t really matter where your solicitor or 
conveyancer is based. 

A more important point, I would suggest, is 
this. If you don’t have any particular preference as far as choice of solicitor in 
concerned - for example, if you’ve used one before - then whether you’re 
buying or selling, I would always go with the one recommended by your estate 
agent, irrespective of whether they are based in a little office in your local high 
street or on an industrial estate hundreds of miles away. 

Ah yes, you may say, but surely, isn’t the agent just angling for a referral fee? 
Well no, actually. Don’t get me wrong. He may well earn a referral fee - in fact, 
he almost certainly will - but this is no more than you would expect in any 
commercial relationship. Besides, the simple fact is that no agent is going to 
refer you to any old solicitor, simply on account of the referral fee involved. After 
all, it is far more important to him that your transaction should proceed quickly 
and smoothly to a successful conclusion so that he receives his commission. 
He’s hardly going to jeopardise that for the sake of £50 or £100! In any case, it 
is always infinitely better if the professional advisors involved in a transaction 
have an established working relationship with each other. This helps avoid all 
those unfortunate delays and misunderstandings which can otherwise happen 
all too easily. 

Another advantage of going with the agent’s recommendation is that it enables 
the solicitor to get started straight away on all the necessary preparatory work - 
and the earlier, the better. 

Ultimately, of course, it’s your choice. However, one final, very practical point I 
would make is this: you need to be sure that any solicitor you instruct will work 
on a fixed, no sale-no fee basis - and the simple fact is that they will be much 
more amenable to working on that kind of basis if they already have a close and 
mutually beneficial relationship with your agent!

BIG brother is using financial and European 
muscle to get an increasing stranglehold on 
the besieged British motorist. 

First we hear of a fiendish European move 
to impose speed limiters on our motors in 
decades to come, which is going to be one 
of the most significant battles the motoring 
community in the UK will have to face. 

On the face of it, this sounds a good idea 
because if cars are limited to a specific 
speed by satellite or roadside technology 
the move will wipe out speeding fines and 
obviate the use of camera vans and the like 
and give the police more time to concen¬ 
trate on real criminals. And as a result road 
safety will be enhanced with fewer deaths 
and serious injury. 

But do they really think this is going to 
work? How many of us have been in a posi¬ 
tion when an emergency burst of speed 
means survival or tragedy? Nobody really 
wants to answer that question. 

Already sounds of disapproval have been 
heard from the UK Government, but does it 
have the power to stand up to these peo¬ 
ple? According to the current state of play 
over EU membership, I think not. 

And or course there is the Lib Dem move 
to eventually outlaw petrol and diesel, allied 
to the worrying news that more and more 
UK drivers are finding difficult to actually run 
their cars. According to a reputable survey 
some are having to pawn possessions to 
pay for a tankful of fuel, having been hit hard 
by soaring prices. 

Then comes the news that the single 
biggest reason young people were not 
learning to drive this summer is financial. 

The summer months are traditionally the 
busiest period for new learner drivers who 
take advantage of better weather conditions 
and the school/college break to get their first 
taste of life behind the wheel. But figures 
from the Department for Transport show the 
number of 17 year olds taking their test has 
dropped by 17% since 2007/08 from 
386,162 in 2007/8 to 317,939 in 2011/12. 



Robot cars? 
Back off, 
Brussels! 


A bad situation indeed and one which is 
playing into the hands of the so called 
experts who claim to be forming a transport 
system for the UK which includes high¬ 
speed robot controlled ‘platoons’ of cars, 
most of which will be occupied by highly 
paid executives, who, in 20 odd years time 
will probably be the only people who will be 
able to run a decent car. 

Volvo has already got road train trials 
underway in which vehicles can follow each 
other automatically. 

As for the rest it will be expensive limited- 
range electrics, car sharing, car clubs or the 
good old bus or train, which of course will 
be horribly expensive. What has the British 
motorist done to deserve this?
